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(54) PRODUCTION OF RADIOGRAPH CONVERSION PANEL HAVING GLASSY 
PROTECTIVE LAYER 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To enable use of the titled panel in a 
satisfactory state over a long period of time by forming at 
least one protective layer by coating and drying an org. 
solvent soln. essentially consisting of an org. silicon 
compd., then calcining the coating to form said layer as a 
glassy protective layer. 

CONSTITUTION: A stimulatable phosphor layer 12 is 
formed by a method such as vapor deposition on a base 

1 1 consisting of quartz glass, etc. The soln. prepd. by 
dissolving the org. silicon compd. together with additives 
in the org. solvent is then coated on the phosphor layer 

12 and is calcined after drying, by which the protective 
layer 13a is formed. RnSi(OH)4-n [where, R denotes a 
hydrogen atom, alkyl group, alkenyl group, aryl group; 

(n) is 1W4 integer], etc., are used as the org. silicon compd. The thickness of the glassy layer 
which is the protective layer 13a is preferably about 1W100utn. The moisture resistance of the 
panel is particularly improved and the use of the panel in the satisfactory state for a long 
period of time is enabled by constituting the panel in such a manner. 
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
